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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/14/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the 
patent 6,736,289 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it. in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In claim 21, "the first side panel, the second side panel, and the rear panel of an 
assembled body form a cavity fully accessible from an opening of the cavity" is 
not supported in the specification, because the opening cannot access to the 
cavity upper portion where bag located. 

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 29, 31, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Marquardt (5,050,775). Marquardt discloses, in fig. 7, a container 
comprising a body including a side panels, a front panel having a first aperture 30, and 
a top panel; wherein the top panel include a top surface 38 and a recessed surface 36 
having a filling assembly 26 which does not protrude past the top surface; a bottom 
cavity having a bottom opening located below the first aperture; wherein the cavity is 
accessible from the front side without dissembling o the body. The container comprises 



a corrugated cardboard (col. 4, lines 34-35). 
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6. Claims 29, 31 , 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Geshay (6,755,324). Geshay discloses, in figs. 1 and 7, a container 
comprising a body including a side panels, a front panel having a first aperture 30, and 
a top panel; wherein the top panel include a top surface 68 and a recessed surface 60 
having a filling assembly 34 which does not protrude past the top surface; a bottom 
cavity having a bottom opening located below the first aperture; wherein the cavity is 
accessible from the front side without dissembling the body. The container comprises a 
corrugated cardboard (col. 5, lines 31-32). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Marquardt or Geshay. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to provide the invention of Marquardt or Geshay 
having the dispensing assembly with a pump in order to facilitate of dispensing the 
liquid in the container. 

9. Claims 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Marquardt of Geshay in view of Essery (2,134,856). 

Marquardt or Geshay does not disclose the container comprising 
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Essery teaches, in fig. 1, a container comprising a bottom cavity having a bottom 
panel and an opening for the cavity in the front panel. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the bottom cavity in the invention of Marquardt of 
Geshay with a bottom panel and an opening for the cavity in the front panel, in view 
teaching of Essery, in order to provide a storage for various items.
